TESTIMONIA de CasPaRE BARL O. 


Bavlr's Dictionary. London, 173 5. 


ARLzus (GasPaR,) Nephew of the pre- 


ceding Melchior Barlzus, was Profeſſor of 
Philoſophy at AION and one of the beſt 
LATIN 
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LATIN Poets of the XVIth Clrituiby: He wis 
born at ANTWERP in the Vear 1584. His 1 
ther, who was of the Proteſtant Religion, fled 
to HoLLAND, as ſoon as the Duke of PARMA 
made himſelf Maſter of that City. He ſtaid 
three Years at LEVDRN, after which he was call- 
ed to BoMMEL, to be Rector of the College 
there. He enjoyed that Place for ſeven Vears, 
and then died, having deſigned his Son GasPaR 
for a Miniſter of the Goſpel. This GasraRx 
ſtudied eight Years in the College of the Pro- 
vince of Hol LAND at LeyDEN, and after- 
| wards being received a Miniſter, ſerved a Church 
in a Village near the BRILL, Brxrius being 
raiſed from the Place of Sub- principal to that 
of Principal of this College, thought that 
no Perſon was more proper to ſucceed him than 
our BARL VS. His Recommendation had its 
Effect. BaRLæus was made Sub- principal; 
and ſome time after he had the Profeſſorſhip of 
Logic in the Univerſity of LEVDEN conferred up- 
on him. He intereſted himſelf ſo far in the 
Diſputes of the AxMinians, that he was de- 
poſed from all his Offices, aſſoon as the oppo- 
ſite 
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L 
ſite Party had entirely gained the Superiority in 
the Synod of DoxT. BARLxus then applied 
himſelf to Phyſie; and in two Years he thought 
himſelf fit for the Doctorſhip. He took his De- 
grees at Caen; but he ſcarce ever practiſed in 
that Faculty. There were ſeveral young Gentle- 
men there, who deſired him to read them Lec- 
tures of Philofophy and polite Learning; and 
as he had been uſed to that, he undertook it 
again, and recovered, even at LEvyDEN, a great 
Character in that Employment. The Magi- 
| ſtrates of AMSTERDAM, having erected an illu- 
ſtrious School, in the Year 163 1, offered him 
the Profeſſorſhip of Philoſophy ; which he ac- 
cepted, and diſcharged very honourably till his 
Death, which happened the 14th of January, 
1648. He was a Man of great Merit. We 
have a Volume of Orations, which he pronoun- 
ced on diverſe Occaſions; and which are all va- 
luable, not only on account of their Style, but 
likewiſe for the Turn, and various Strokes of 
Wit in them. Poetry was his chief Excellence: 
His Muſes had a great deal of Copiouſneſs and 
Elevation in them. There was ſcarce any thing

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. Great which happened in the World while he 
lived, but he made a pompous Elogy upon it, 
when Reaſons of State were no Obſtacle to it. 
Cardinal RicuLitv *, and Chancellor OxEN- 
STIERN were not forgotten; much leſs did he 
forget the Conqueſts and noble Actions of Fre- 
DRI Henry Prince of ORANGE. Queen 
Maxy de Mepicis, and the magnificent Re- 
ception, which was given her at AMSTERDAM, 
employed the Eloquence of BARLAAHuSs. He = 
had publiſhed: ſeveral ſharp Pieces of Contro- 
verſy againſt the Adverſaries of ARMiN1vus. This 
Wound was never healed : He was conſidered all 
his Life as a F avourer of that Sect; and a great 
many People murmured againſt the Ma giſtrates

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* Certainly, if all the Heroes, whom BAaRL vs praiſed, 
had paid him as well as Cardinal RicHLitEv, he would 
have had no reaſon to ſay, that the Culture of PA RN Assus, 
is that of an ungrateful Soil, ſince this Cardinal, if we may 
believe SORBIERE, [SORBERIANA, p. 40.] gave the 
Poet 5000 Livres for his Eulogium.

ſor. Every Part of his Conduct was obſerved; 
and nothing was excuſed in him. There was a 
terrible Clamour raiſed againſt him, on account 
of certain Verſes, which he had written upon 
the Bock of a Rabbi. His Letters were pub- 
liſhed after his Death in two Volumes; but the 
Sextus Empiricus, which was expected from 
him, never appeared. He ſhewed his Abilities 
in Hiſtory by his Relation of what paſſed in Brafi, 
during the Government of Count Mavrice | 
of Nassav. He publiſhed this Hiſtory in the 
Year 1647. There were ſtrange Rumours raiſed 
about his laſt Sickneſs, and his Death ; but the 
Truth of it could never certainly be known. 
Little Regard is to be paid to Reports. of that 
kind ; for we find an hundred Inſtances, when- 
ever an Author has been diſtinguiſhed a little, 
common Fame aggravates extremely the perſo- 
nal or domeſtic Diſgraces which happen to him: 
And on the other hand, thoſe who know the Se- 
cret of the Affair, are generally Perſons, who

How much more careful and 
induſtrious, may we reafonably ſuppoſe, he would be (as 
I have formerly obſerved elſewhere) to convert to his Uſe. : 
Works wholly Sterling, ſo far, at leaſt, as they were, or 
could be made, by Art or Genius, ſubſervient to his Pur- 
poſe? Masenius, GRoTIvs, RAus Av, Ross, BaR- 
LVs, Du BaRTaAs, VALMARANA, TAUBMANNUS, and 
others, have given irrefragable Teſtimony againſt him. 
From theſe Obſervations on Mr. PaiLLips's Conduct
